THE LANCASHIRE PUBLIC WORKS AOT. 


Tue final meeting of the Lancashire Central Relief Commit- 
tee on Monday last was a legitimate occasion for something 
more than national rejoicing. There was room for not a little 
honest pride and for mutual congratulations of no formal kind 
| on the efficiency both of the private and the official labour 
which have done so much to lighten the weight of past cala- 
mity and improve the future prospects of England’s wealthiest 
province. Mr Villiers deserves no little credit, as the Relief 
| Committee were not slow to remark, alike for the conception 
of the Public Works Act and for the energy and. economy 
with which its details have been carried out ; and though no 
official energy would have been of much avail without the 
admirable ability and zeal which all classes have 
shown in co-operating for the relief of the distressed 
districts, it is also true that the great local benevo- 
lence and care actually displayed would have been 
quite unable to turn the recent emergency, as it has been 
turned, to the permanent benefit of Lancashire without the 
hearty co-operation of the Government, and the very efficient 
aid rendered by its subordinate officers, Messrs Farnall 
and Rawlinson. There has been a disposition in some quarters 
to depreciate the effect of the Public Works Act, on the 
ground that the kind of labour to which it gave employment 
was not, in the main, the kind which was in want of employ- 
| ment. ‘The greatest number of distressed operatives em- 
| “ ployed directly at any one time,’ says Mr Rawlinson’s last 
| report, ‘‘ was 4,002, besides upwards of 2,000 employed indi- 
“rectly in getting stone and other materials.” Well, the 
employment of 6,000 operatives in the depth of the cotton 
famine was, no doubt, in itself only a minor palliative to its 
| terrible effects. But this is very far indeed from being 
the true measure of the benefit afforded. Indirectly, as 
Mr Rawlinson remarks, a much more considereble relief 
was given than such numbers point to; for very many 
operatives, having learnt their trade as drainers, paviors, 
and so forth, left the district, and got employment of that 
nature elsewhere. Even this, however, suggests only a small 
part of the benefit conferred. The greatest gain that 
has been reaped by Lancashire is not the relief in the past, 
but the store that has been laid up for the future. The mil- 
lion sterling which has been sunk in draining the great towns 
of Lancashire and supplying them with wholesome water 
represents a benefit which, we do not hesitate to say, only the 
rising generation will adequately appreciate. It is, in fact

Reservoirs of filth were brought 
close to every door, but the antidote of pure water was 
as scarce and difficult of access as it ought to have been 
cheap and plentiful. We are well persuaded that not only 
would this state of things, had it lasted, have done much to 
demoralise Lancashire, but that no rapid increase of popula- 
tion there, such as we may now well look forward to, could 
have taken place without bringing every year a fearful access 
of disease. Nor do we believe that the cotton famine alone 
would have led to any reform. As it was, the larger capitalists

popularity. What will ensue on Lord Palmerston’s retire- 
}| ment when fatigue compels him to retire, or who will succeed 
to his sceptre, it is impossible to predict. Possibly there may 
bea change of Government: probably there may bea re- 
organisation of parties to a great extent and of a very 
remarkable character. We shall have to deal with occurrences 
which we cannot foresee, as to which we can lay down 
no rules and exact no pledges beforehand, but which we are 
sure will be significant and important in no ordinary mea- 
sure. We want, therefore, men who are not tied down 
to any prescribed course of action under this or that 
set of imagined circumstances, but who are qualified by 
\| their capacity, and can be trusted for their integrity, to act 
with judgment and spirit under any possible circumstances 
that may arise. When wise men send envoys into unknown 
lands and among unknown people, they choose, not men who 
can obey orders and observe rules, but men who can exercise 
discretion in all new emergencies. 

It is conjectured that half the members of the coming Par- 
liament will be new men, so that there will be a more exten- 
tive change of personnel than has ever been known since 
1832. That there will be some gain to the party of extreme 
opinions is also believed, and is very probable. That the 
moneyed interest and the railway interest will be more largely 
represented than before is, we are assured, certain; but 
whether this be a matter for congratulation we cannot pro- 
nounce till we see who the representative individuals are to be. 
Great fortunes and wholly new fortunes have been amassed 
within the last few years, and it is natural that some of their 
possessors should be desirous of entering the great assembly of 
the nation; and many of them no doubt are qualified 
to do good service there. As a rule, men of property 
are supposed to incline towards Conservative, or at 
least moderate, Opinions; but on the other hand 
the commercial classes, among whom this recent wealth has 
sprung up, usually hold Liberal, and often extreme Liberal 
views, In most party questions it is probable that the ma- 
jority of these gentlemen will side with the existing Govern- 
ment. One encouraging feature we may notice in conclusion 
the appearance of a certain number of young men, uncon- 
nected with noble or territorial families, who have announced 
their intention of devoting themselves to statesmanship as a 
profession. It may be in the recollection of our readers that 
we called attention, two or three weeks ago, to the scarcity of 
msing men of this sort, consequent upon the character and 
notions of existing constituencies. Since that time the can- 
didature of Mr W. Gladstone at Chester, and the election of 
young Mr Brassey at Devonport, give us hope that the defi-

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OFFICIAL PURITY.—THE BETHELL OASE. 


A sEconD Select Committee has given the Lord Chancellor a 
second qualified acquittal. In the Edmunds’ case the House 
of Lords acquitted him of everything except want of judg- 
ment. In the Wilde-Welch-Bethell case the House of 
Commons acquit him of everything except haste and want of 
caution. We frankly accept both decisions. We are glad to 
believe, as both Committees have declared, that there is no 
reason to suppose that in any of these proceedings—either in 
his acceptance of necessitated resignations, or in his selection 
of preferred nominees,—Lord Westbury was “actuated by 
“‘ improper motives.’”” We may even admit that in his several 
appointments he has not carried predilection for his own rela- 
tiues to any unprecedented or possibly indefensible extent, 
and that none of the near connections on whom he has con- 
ferred the vacant places can be pronounced incompetent or 
disqualified. We may go yet further, and allow that so 
busy and often overworked a man as the Lord Chancellor of 
England must necessarily be a great deal in the hands of his 
subordinates both as to the selection of candidates and the 
decision of secondary matters; and that mistakes, in both 
directions, when arising merely from over-haste, or over-trust 
in those about him, ought not to be visited with too harsh 
censure. But when all these admissions are made, and when 
the most favourable view has been taken which it is possible 
to take of the conduct of the various parties implicated in 
these questionable and tortuous transactions, enough remains 
to warrant much surprise and to call forth the deepest grief 
and humiliation. 

We feel ashamed and in a manner disgraced before foreign 
nations. We were in the habit of believing in, and priding 
ourselves upon, our superior official purity. We knew that in 
the American Republic and in the French Empire places were 
bought and sold, that valuable considerations were given for 
profitable concessions, that men in high places did not scruple 
at times to use official information for purposes of private 
gain; but we had no conception that practices of this sort, or 
practices in the least resembling them, prevailed among 
ourselves. It was centuries with us since a judge had bar- 
tered a decision. It was generations since a senator had 
actually sold a vote. Fora minister or an official to make 
money out of his secret knowledge, or to profit by his 
patronage in any direct or pecuniary shape, were enormities 
really undreamed of among us; while even defalcations and 
peculations among the lower branches of the Civil Service 
were rare in the extreme. In all these matters there was a 
very high tone of feeling and profession, and (as was supposed) 
an almost equally correct standard of practice. Cases of 
corruption among public servants were of most unfrequent 
occurrence, and when they did occur they encountered the 
severest reprobation, and usually the promptest punishment. 
We trusted that we were not as other men are; and on the 
whole we had reason for our pride. But in the face of the 
revelations now made, it will be difficult to feel this self- 
complacence any longer ; and, unless we can in some measure 
purge ourselves from these unclean doings, assuredly it will be 
impossible to protect ourselves against the taunts of other 
nations, who were never very prone to credit our superior 
virtue, and who have long been irritated by our somewhat 
Pharisaic assumption and censoriousness, 

For, let us consider for a moment what it is that has come 
to light. It is not merely the offences that have been dis- 
covered, but the mode in which these offences have been 
treated, and in a manner condoned, that are so damaging to 
our repute. It is not so much the pecadilloes or even the 
magnificent peculations of subordinate officials that display 
the laxity of public morality at which we have to blush, as 
the general disposition in far higher quarters to regard these 
sins with lenity and pardon. The first implies merely that 
there are here and there corrupt individuals in the public 
service: the second implies that corruption is gradually creep- 
ing over our principles. It is true that when the maiters 
came before the public, the public acted, as it nearly always 
does, in a spirit of uprightness and purity. Both Houses of 
Parliament spoke out strongly as soon as the affairs were 
brought officially before them, and the Press was not back- 
ward or lukewarm in its denunciations. But how were the 
offences treated before the public had cognizance of them—a 
cognizance which was purely accidental ?—Mr Edmunds was 
appointed to one of his offices by a Whig Lord Chaneellor 
and to another by a Tory Lord Chancellor. He was the 
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trusted officer of the highest legal personages in the realm. He 
was discovered to have been guilty of a series of deliberate 
peculations continued during a long series of years. His 
official superiors, instead of dismissing him with ignominy, or 
instituting a criminal prosecution, or in any way publishing his 
delinquency, mercifully allowed him to escape such publicity 
by resignation and promised restitution of his plunder. It is 
impossible to argue that this mode of proceeding, if it 
implied great lenity and consideration towards the 
offender, did not also imply a very inadequate estimate 
of the magnitude of the offence :—and this, as far as the 
nationai reputation is concerned, is the damaging part of the 
transaction. But this was not the worst. Mr Edmunds was 
permitted further to avoid publicity by resigning another post 
which he held under the House of Lords, and was granted a 
pension on resigning;—and this pension was granted by a 
Committee of that House, and with a sort of general connivance 
on the part of the House itself, although it is not denied that 
most of the Peers were well (though unofficially) aware that 


Mr Edmunds had been detected in transactions that would | 


not bear the light. The great body of them, in fact, were 
disposed to be lenient to the offender, so long as they could 
be so without public scandal. His offence excited in their 
minds no such vivid or indignant reprobation as could only be 
satisfied by severe punishment or stigma. They pitied him 
because he had lost a lucrative position and a fair reputation 
in his old age, and they voted him the same pension as they 


would have done had he been the most immaculate of men. 


And it is not alleged (to say the least) that they did this in 
ignorance of what was charged against him. 


The case of Mr Wilde was similar, but not so bad. He had 


grossly neglected his duty, and had been guilty of irregula- | 


rities which permitted his subordinates to peculate, though 
there is no reason to believe that he himself in any way pro- 
fited by theiriilicit gains. He, like Mr Edmunds, was called 
upon to explain his conduct. Like Mr Edmunds, he was un- 
able to do so satisfactorily ; and accordingly received from the 
Chief Registrar, acting for the Lord Chancellor but, as Lord 
Westbury declares, without his specific authority, a threat of 
dismissal, unless he should evade that sentence by instant 
retirement. The same gentleman, Mr Miiler, went on to 
suggest to Mr Wilde that he had better retire on the plea of 
| ill-health. Mr Wilde took the hint, sent in a most inadequate 
excuse and most weak medical certificate, and at once was 
allowed to retire upon a pension. 
official delinquents who ought to have been dismissed were 
allowed to retire—indeed, advised to retire—by the same 
high legal authority, and on retirement were granted the 


same pension as they would have obtained for the most | 


faithful service. The Lord Chancellor, at least, did not take 
a very severe view of the offences of either of these gentlemen ; 
or was unusually inclined to temper justice with mercy; or 
was too busy or too indifferent to think much about the 
matter. 

But this is not all, nor perhaps the worst. It is clear that, 
in reference both to the appointment of Mr Edmunds years 
ago, and of Mr Welch last year, there was corrupt bargaining 
of some sort, whether to obtain the appointment or to par- 
ticipate in the emoluments of it ;—though it is equally clear 
that neither Lord Brougham in the first case nor Lord 
Westbury in the second had the least knowledge of these 
underhand and disreputable proceedings. What was the 
nature of the pecuniary arrangement between Mr William 
Brougham and Mr Edmunds, in virtue of which the latter 
gentleman paid over a large portion of his original 
official salary to the former, was not made at all plain 
even by the elaborate report of the Lord’s Committee. 
All that was plain, was that it was of an illicit nature 
which both parties desired to keep secret, and that their 
Lordships thought exceedingly ill of the transaction, and 
expressed their thought in no ambiguous terms. In the case 
of Mr Welch it is pretty well proved that the Lord Chancellor 
appointed him, chiefly though not solely, in consequence of 
the application and recommendation of his son, Mr Richard 
Bethell, and without any inquiry into his qualifications :— 
and that Mr Welch had procured the good offices of Mr 
Bethell by lending him some money, and by promising him 
more. Mr Welch further admitted that this was not the only 
ease in which he gave similar douceurs in order to obtain the 
aasistance of persons supposed to have influence in procuring

At last the Corps Legislatif has done with the Budget of 1866. 
The only important modification made in it is, that the tax on 
riding and carriage-horses and on carriages has been suppressed, 
although the Government proposed to make over the proceeds of 
it to localities. The impost was disliked by the people who paid 
it, and was somewhat less productive than was expected ; and yet, 
perhaps, under the existing system of taxation, it ought to have 
been maintained. That system for forty years and more has been 
subjected to no serious revision, notwithstanding the changes that 
have taken place during that time, and notwithstanding the crea. 
tion of railways and the conclusion of commercial treaties which 
have modified everything. It consequently weighs rather unfairly 
on the working and poorer classes, as did all taxation ante the com- 
mercial reform epoch , and on that account an impost which fell 
principally on the rich had much to recommend it. Apart from 
this tax, the Chamber, apropos to the Budget, has spent another 
week in listening to dull, heavy, wearisome speeches on different 
subjects. It has also had a debate about railways, which has at- 
tracted considerable attention out of doors. in the course of it, 
the Southern Railway Company was attacked with considerable 
bitterness, for, among other things, not executing a line from Agen 
to Tarbes, and for its monopoly of the Canal Lateral de la Garonne. 
M. Emile Pereire, chairman of the Company, replied that the non- 
execution of the line was excusable, seeing that it had been ascer- 
tained that the passenger movement between the two places only 
averages 3 of a person per diem. And as to the Canal, he observed 
that it had been annexed to the railway by law, before the Com- 
pany had anything to do with it, and that the persons who now 
complain that the Railway possesses it, actually proposed 
that it should be destroyed, in order that the line might 
be carried along its bed. M. Pereire spoke with great force 
and effect, and adorned his somewhat arid subject with esprit. 
His speech was, I believe, the first one of any length that 
he has delivered since his entrance into the Chamber, and it 
proved that he possesses the command of language, the prompti- 
tude of judgment, and the general tact which are necessary for 
the Parliamentary debater. 
with great vehemence by M. Brame, for having, as he said, in 
violation of the law, entered into zecret conventions with an Iron 
Company in Belgium, and with the Gas Company at Paris, to 
carry iron and coal for them at less than the regular tariffs.

The Corps Legislatif having wasted much time at the beginni 
of the session, is under the necessity of postponing to next a 
various important measures. Among them are bills for abolis ing 
tonnage and differential duties on foreign ships, and for allowin 
the import of foreign-built ships at 2f the ton, and of shipbuilding 
materials free of duty; the bill for raising money for extraordi- 
nary public works by means of a sale of forests; and a bill for 
throwing open to the public the calling of commercial (not stock) 
broker, which has hitherto been a close monopoly, and for indem- 
nifying the present brokers. 

The Bank of France has fixed the dividend for the first half of 
the present year at 78f. That of the first six months of 1864 was 
95f; and of the same period of 1863, 80f. 

The Bank of Beigium announces the payment, from the Ist of 
July, of 57f per share, to complete the dividend of 1864, 

A petition to the Queen of Spain from the French holders of 
shares and bonds in the Spanish railways is being signed. It re« 
presents that they are “‘ruined by the incessant depreciation of 
their property,” and that that depreciation has been caused by 
errors made by the engineers of the Spanish Government in caleu- 
lating the expense of executing the lines, by the insufficiency of 
traffic, and by the decline which has taken place in the Spanish 
public funds. The petitioners estimate their losses at 360,000,000f 
on shares and 200,000,000f in debentures—total 560,000,000f, or 
22,400,000/. They remind the Queen that the French Govern. 
ment, in addition to 1,400,000,000f of subventions, has accorded 
guarantees of interest to railway companies amounting to 
190,000,000f ; and that the Italian Government has guaranteed to 
Italian railways a minimum of revenue, which is equivalent to 5 
or 6 per cent. They say that it is impossible for the Spanish 
Government not to take into consideration a state of things for 
which it is mainly responsible, and they pray for an augmentation 
of subvention, or a guarantee of interest or of revenue. 

It was to be expected that the ingenious scheme of providing 
for the eventual repayment of capital risked in an enterprise, by 
means of an investment at compound interest, which was adopted 
in the last Mexican loan, would be imitated. A company calling 
itself the Megasins Reunis is advertising that to all purchasers of 
100f (41) of goods in its warehouses, it will give a debenture of 
that amount payable within a period not exceeding 59 years, and 
guaranteed by good securities in the Bank of France. It promises 
that the goods it sells shall be of fair quality, and not dearer than 
elsewhere; it undertakes to appropriate from its profits a sum 
sufficient to produce at compound interest the means of paying

The state of the general trade of the country, as | 
evidenced in the Board of Trade returns just issued, accounts 
for the increasing abundance of money; and the position of | 
the Bank of France is such as to justify the belief that in 
Paris, as well as in London, we shall within a short time see 
a still further decline in the value of money. The Stock 
Exchange settling, which took place to-day, failed to affect 
the general character of the market; and, although the 
business transacted was in excess of the ordinary amount, it 
was by no means of that nature that oftentimes charac- 
terises operations at the close of the half-year.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane to-day was 
small. The trade, however, was by no means active; neverthe- 
less, it presented a steady appearance, and Monday’s improvement 
in prices was supported. About an average business was trans- 
acted in foreign wheat, at full currencies. Barley—the supply of 
which on sale was limited—moved off steadily at quite previous 
rates. Oats, owing to the large importation, were decidedly less 
active, and, in some instances, were rather lower in price as com- 
pared with Monday. Flour was in fair average request, and 
prices ruled firm, This week’s imports amount to 13,950 quarters 
of wheat, 1,520 barley, 42,140 oats, and 840 sacks of flour. 


The trade for wheat and flour at Liverpool, this morning, was 
firm, on higher terms. Maize, however, was a dull inquiry. At 
Wakefield, wheat was 1s per quarter dearer than on Friday last. 

On Friday last the Liverpool cotton market, after the excite- 
ment of the day before, opened with a quieter tone, and prices 
were barely maintained. On Saturday and Monday the demand 
revived, and prices advanced $d to 3d. On Tuesday, the Man- 
chester market not responding to the activity in the Liverpool, 
the market became again quieter; and on Wednesday, through 
the desire of some holders to realis+, prices declined from 4d to $d 
in Surats to 14d in floating Egyptians. Yesterday and to-day the 
de mand was on a narrow scale, at declining rates, the sales to-day 
amounting to but 5,000 bales. 

We have intelligence from Alexandria to June 26. At that 
date, the cotton trade was very firm, at enhanced rates—fair 
open-ginned produce being quoted at 18d; fully fair ditto, 194d 
per lb, free on board. During the week ending June 17, a good 
business was transacted in cotton, at advancing prices. Fair open- 
ginned qualities realised 1534; fully fair ditto, 16d per lb, free 
on board. The arrivals from June 6 toJune 17 amounted to only 
8,220 bales, whilst the sales during the same period reached 
18,888 baler. 

Business in colonial and foreign grocery produce in Mincing 
lane continues limited, and is chiefly confined to the immediate 
wants of buyers. Cocoa has chiefly commanded attention, and at 
the public sales held during the week has changed hands at higher 
prices. Plantation Ceylon coffee, owing to the very limited supply 
in first hands, has been disposed of at the extreme rates of last 
week. Raw sugar is somewhat easier in price; but most other 
articles have supported previous quotations. Last week, duty was 
paid in London on 1,213,042 lbs of tea, whilst the export, for the 
week ending June 22, amounted to 445,570 lbs, making a total of 
1,658,612, against 1,942,961 lbs last year. 

The sugar trade at Havana, in May, was very active, and an ad- 
vance of fully } real took place in prices. ‘The rates current 
on the 6th of June, according to Messrs Morales and Co.’s circular, 
were as follows :—Cucuruchos, Dutch numbers, Nos. 8 to 10, 20s 
to 21s 2d; ordinary yellows, ditt», 11 to 12, 21s 9d; middling, 
ditto, 13 to 14, 22s 4d to 22s 11d; fine, ditto, 15 to 16, 245 1d 10 
24s 8d; florete, ditto, 17 to 19, 25s 10d to 28s 2d; ordinary 
whites, 27s to 283 24; middling, ditto, 29s 4d to 30: 6d; fine and 
flore'e, ditto, 31s 8d to 35s 1d; crystallised, No. 15 to 16, 223 11d 
to 243 8d; ditto, 17 to 20, 25s 3d to 25s 10d; muscovadoes, fair to 
good refining, at outports, 17s 6dto 19s 3d per cwt, free on 
board.

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The public sales of colonial wool were brought to a close on 
Saturday last. The catalogues contained 160,516 bales, consisting 
of 22,864 bales from New South Wales aud Queensland, 68,305 
Victoria, 4,351 Tasmania, 25,779 South Australia, 2,439 Western 
Australia, 21,985 Cape, and 1,092 bales from sundry ports. At 
the openiog sales—owing to the large quantity of wool in the 
market—nearly all descriptions—good and fine Sydney and Cape 
fleeces forming the only exceptions—changed hands at a decline 
in prices, as compared with the close of the previous series, vary- 
ing from $d to 1}d per lb. The reductions in the Bank rate of 
discount, however, subsequently induced home buyers to operate 
with more freedom, whilst the export demand for France, Belgium, 
and Germany, but chiefly for the former country, materially im- 
proved. The last three weeks of the sale were consequently 
characterised by a fair amount of activity, and by a higher range 
of prices, the closing quotations being quite equal to those current 
at the close of last sales, es regards all good and fine Cape and 
Australian wools, but faulty produce exhibited a fail in value, as 
compared with the same period, of }d to 1d per lb. The transac- 
tions of export buyers were very large, and comprised about one- 
half of the supply offered, or about 70,000 bales. The next series 
of public sales will not be commenced before the 17th proximo: 
the supply at present consists of about 67,000 to 70,000-bales. As 
regards the quality and condition of the wool brought forward, 
Me-srs Hazard and Caldecott observe:—‘‘ Port Philip wool 
brought forward was chiefly well growr, in fair condition, but 
many flocks were very full of burrs and grass seeds ; on the whole, 
wool from this colony was not so long grown as last season. 
Sydney—A large proportion of this description was, as has lately 
been the case, much spoilt by grass seeds. Van Dieman’s Land 
was also much infested with skives, including some of the best 
Launceston flocks; the condition of the wool trom this colony has 
certainly been below the average of last year. New Zealand was 
of good growth, and continues to show improvement in condition. 
Cape of Good Hope, mostly from the Eastern province, was in or- 
dinary condition and quality.” 


In the English wool trade, there hus been rather less activity 
this week ; nevertheless, the late improvement in prices is sup- 


ported. Hemp is steady, at full quotations. For flax, the mar- 
ket is very firm, aad prices are on the advance. 


The metal trade has ruled quiet. Scotch pig iron has sold at 
551 cash, mixed numbers; Banca tin at 95/ 10s, and spelter at 
22/ to 221 5s per ton. Fish oils have met a slow sale, at barel 
late rates, but most other descriptions have changed hands at fall 
currencies. In tallow, a good business has been transacted, and 
P.Y.C., which has sold as high as 42s, is now quoted at 41s 9d 
per cwt on the spot. 


The amount of business transacted in cottcn goods at New York 
during the week ending June 17 was very moderate. The deci- 
sion of President Johnson to abolish the tax of 25 per cent. on 
cotton sales had had very little effect on the market, and prices of 
most descriptions of goods ruled stationary. For wool and woollen 
goods the trade was quiet on former terms. Silk goods, however, 
continued very firm, and realised extreme rates. Grocery produce 
was in fair average request at full currencies; but in breadstuffs, 
beyond the immediate wants of home buyers, scarcely any busi- 
ness was transacted.

The accompanying Letter and Report received from Mr Moseley, who has recently visited 
the United States and minutely inspected the Atlantic and Great Western Railroad, will, we think, 


prove interesting to holders of this Company’s securities :— 


New York, May 29th, 1865, 
{| Epw. F. Savrertuwarte, Esq., London. 

Dear Sir,—In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
a careful examination of the Atlantic and Great Western Rail- 
way, and also of the lines connecting with it at Dayton, and on 
to St Louis. 

The main line commences at Salamanca, on the Erie Railway, 
414 miles from New York, in the State of New York, and passes 
through the States of Pennsylvania and Ohio, terminating at Day- 
ton, a total distance of the 386 miles. 

The broad gauge lines in direct communication with the Atlan- 
tic and Great Western are :—

It affords me much pleasure to be able to report that the 
Atlantic and Great Western line is in most excellent order, the 
ballasting good, and, with the exception of some 20 miles of metal 
west of Salamanca, the rails are in first-rate condition. ‘These 20 
4] miles are now being relaid with new iron, the rails taken up will 
be used for additional sidings about to be built at important 
points on the line, and which, when completed, will amount to 
| Sout 15 miles in length. 


It is also most satisfactory to be able to confirm the report I 
made to you in March last, that during the great floods the lines 
escaped wonderfully, the amount of damage done to the permanent 
way and bridges being but trifling, and that all repairs were 
executed within a week by the ordinary staff of ‘“ track layers.” 
The stations on the line at present are of course more or less of a 
temporary character, with the exception of Meadville, the head- 
quarters of the Company, a very fine building, containing the 
offices for the various departments, refreshment-rooms, and in 
addition a large first-class hotel (admirably managed), but still 
far too small to accommodate the greatly increasing business. In 
due time great alterations and additions will be made to all the 
stations, but at present they are well adapted to the traffic, and it 
Is policy to ‘thoroughly develop the traffic before expending large 

sums upon improvements, that in the course of a year or two are 
Sure to prove inadequate. ‘There are in course of construction at 
Meadville large workshops and engine sheds, which, with the 
houses belonging to the Company and rented by employés, cover 
an area of about 60 acres. At the Kent station there are also 
works being erected, consisting of car and smiths shops, 
and engine-sheds, all being built in a most substantial manner.

All the heavy works now in hand are being pushed on with 
vigour, more especially the engine-sheds, which will be completed 
before the coming winter. 

The rolling stock consists of — 

91 Locomotives on line.

16 Baggage and Mail cars. 
2,566 Freight cars. 


It is all in splendid order, the engines being of a particularly 
fine description. 


From Dayton to Cincinnati the line belongs to the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton, and Dayton Railway Company. This Company ex- 
pended 1,500,000 dols in laying a broad gauge ‘ straddle” track 
(rails on either side of narrow gauge rails), and building passenger 
stations and freight houses to accommodate the Atlantic and 
Great Western traffic. ‘The passenger station at Cincinnati is one 
of the best and most convenient in the States, containing arrange- 
ments for the comfort of passengers not usually to be met with 
on American lines. A fine suite of offices are nearly completed 
for the use of the Atlantic and Great Western Company. The 
freight houses adjoin the station, and are rented by firms who take 
the freights from the Railway Company, charging for storage, and 
assuming all the responsibility of delivery ; an excellent arrange- 
ments that relieves the Company of a vast amount of risk. The 
line from Dayton to Cincinnati is in perfect order, is well ballasted 
and maintained, the stations are good, and there is every facility 
for conducting a very large traffic with regularity. ‘The junction 
with the Ohio and Mississippi Railway is about half a mile from 
the main station. Arrangements are contemplated by which the 
two lines will unite at the main station. ‘The line to St Louis, 
considering the severe winter and the floods, is in very good con- 
dition. ‘The track is being carefully repaired, and a Jarge amount 
of iron is being re-rolled and re-laid. It is the intention of the 
Directors to re-roll nearly all the metal now down. ‘The line is 
broad gauge throughout. 

The Franklin Branch has been extended from Franklin to Oil 
City, 8} miles, a very important addition to the line. From 
Meadville to Franklin the rails originally laid are very light, but 
from the fact of the joints being fished they have worn most sur- 
prisingly well, and would last for years to come. However, it is 
intended to replace them with the same description of rail used on 
the main line. The light rails will be kept in stock in all pro- 
bability for sidings. ‘The track is well maintained, and the enor- 
mous traffic over this branch is admirably managed. 


The Cleveland Extension runs over the Mahoning Railway 
(leased by the Atlantic and Great Western Company for 99 years), 
and is a ‘‘straddle” track; the narrow gauge cars and engines 
belonging to the Mahoning line are therefore used in common with 
the broad gauge; trains of the mixed gauges being run with the 
greatest safety. ‘The line isin splendid order, and the traffic over 
it immense. 

The works on the Buffalo Extension and New Lisbon Coal 
Branch will be energetically carried on. ‘Those on the Erie and 
Niagara line are nearly complete. 

Having thoroughly satisfied myself that the lines now in opera- 
tion are in proper order, I have devoted considerable time to as- 
certaining what are the traffic prospects for the future. I append 
areturn of the towns and villages within a radius of about 20 
miles from the main line, from which it will be seen that the rail- 
way passes through settled and populous districts. In fact, from 
Saegar Town (97 miles from Salamanca) west the country is 
as highly cultivated as any part of the States. 

I am prepared for somewhat lower traffic receipts for the sum- 
mer months of this year, and believe that they will be lower than 
at any future period, for the following reason: ‘The heavy decline 
in the eastern markets (consequent upon the large fall in gold) in 
the value of western products, such as tobacco, grain, hemp, and 
hogs, has almost stopped shipments to the seabord, holders gene- 
rally hoping for a reaction in prices, and as a rule being unwilling 
to face a sudden loss. All this freight is in the west, and sooner 
or later must come east. If held back until the harvest there will 
be an immense pressure of freights, and the roads will be enabled 
to advance their rates. 

‘The connections with the various cross-roads are highly impor- 
tant, and when arrangements are completed for additional sidings, 
transfer houses, &c., will open up to the Atlantic and Great Wes- 
tern at points such as Corry, Clarkesville, Mansfield, and Galion, 
feeders full as valuable as any now in existence, and in addition a 
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class of traffic that hitherto has not been sought after; I mean 
the stock traffic. Dull as this branch of trade is at the present 
time, a neighbouring line for instance is carrying from 40 to 50 cars 
per diem. ‘This, at 30 dols(a minimum rate), gives upon the 
lower number 1,200 dols. 

I anticipate that the Atlantic and Great Western will obtain 
about the same traflic in dull times from Cleveland to Salamanca. 
The amount of stock, however, to be conveyed from Cleveland will 
not compare with that which will be forthcoming from Mansfield, 
Galion, Urbana, and Dayton. The States of Kentucky, Southern 
Illinois, and Missouri, are the great stock-producing States, and 
the Atlantic and Great Western line from these points (arrived at 
by the Ohio and Mississippi, Cincinnati, Hamilton, and Dayton, and 
Cincinnati and Indianopolis, and other lines) offers to stock-pro- 
ducers an unbroken broad-gauge line to New York. It is a fair 
calculation to estimate the stock traffic over the south-western por- 
tion of the road at from 50 to 100 cars per diem. Taking the low 
figure at an average of 50 dols to 75 dols per car, and the lowest 
rate you have 2,500 dols, which added to the Cleveland estimate 
of 1,200 dols, gives a total of 3,700 dols per diem, or 22,200, dols 
pre week of 6 days for stock traffic alone. 

A source of traffic at present is, and will be, for many years to 
come, the oil from the Pennsylvania wells. Notwithstanding the 
enormous yield for the last three years, the supply shows no sign 
of exhaustion, and as a consequence fresh adventurers are daily 
arriving and expending capital in the hope of “ striking oil.” The 
large number of Compani2s formed of late, has increased the 
value of land to an enormous extent, and materially added to the 
traffic on the Franklin Branch. It is estimated that nearly 2,000 
fresh wells will be started this season, the pumping engines for 
these new undertakings are scattered in all Sirections,—20( ) were 
on the Franklin platform at one time last week. The extension 
of the line to Oil City will necessarily secure an immense amount 
of oil traffic that last year was transported East by other routes. 
A large plot of land has been presented to the Company in the 
neighbourhood of Oil City on the river bank, upon which large 
wharves and sheds will be built exclusively for Petroleum traffic. 
The oil will be sent direct from the wells on the creek to these 
landings, and as a saving of some 7 miles of road hauling will be 
effected, it is fair to suppose that a large amount of traffic that has 
hitherto gone by river will be diverted to the rail. The number 
of barrels transported by the Atlantic and Great Western line last 
year amounted to the enormous number of 675,028. 


Coal in the course of a very short time will form one of the 
largest items of traffic. The facilities for shipment at Cleveland 
are so great (the Company having between 3,000 and 4,000 feet 
of river frontage) for the West vid the lakes and railways, that it 
is impossible to estimate what the value of this traffic will be. At 
— it is only beginning to be developed. In addition to the 

estern shipments, there will be an enormous demand for Cana- 
da, vii the Buffalo extension, and Erie and Niagara line. Cheap 
coal is sure to bring a large number of manufactories to the towns 
in the neighbourhood of the coal fields. It is a satisfactory fea- 
ture that the trucks running from Youngstown (the southern 
terminus of the Mahoning branch, and centre of tbe coal district) 
to Cleveland, return with iron ore from Lake Superior. ‘The 
** Mahoning Works,” at Youngstown, consume when in full work 
240 tons of coal, and turn out in bars, sheets, and spikes, 50 tons 
of iron per day. The freight business of these works in ore from 
Cleveland, and manufactured iron to different parts, is worth 
105,000 dols per annum. Two other firms here contribute 
75,000 dols each per annum, and others from 50,000 dols to 
60,000 dols. 

In addition to the sources of revenue alluded to, there is a very 
large and well-paying freight traffic at present derived from dairy 
produce, which commands a higher rate for transport than any 
other description of freight. 

Upon the line being fully open to Cincinnati and St Louis for 
through traffic, I have no doubt that the most sanguine expecta- 
tions will be fully realised. At present, owing to the want of roll- 
ing stock, through-freights have been canvassed for. One through 
train per day began to run on the 8th instant, another will be 

laced on the line by the middle of June, and a third by the mid- 

le of July. The opening of the through line for passengers will, 
however, serve as an advertisement for freights, and as new cars 
are added to the stock now running, energetic measures will be 
taken to secure a class of traffic hitherto not competed for, viz., 
general merchandise bound West. ‘There is also a large amount 
of goods traffic to be obtained from the Cleveland and Toledo and 
Michigan lines running from Toledo to Chicago. The Toledo line 
will be in a position to give more than double the amount of 
freight for conveyance East compared with the total now carried 
for them over the Atlantic and Great Western. The, relations 
between these lines and the Atlantic and Great Western are of a 
very friendly nature, and there is an evident anxiety on the part 
of the managers to assist in developing the Atlantic traffic. It is 
also gratifying to be able to report that both at Cincinnati and St 
Louis, all the railway authorities I had the pleasure of meeting 
spoke in the most encouraging manner of the traffic prospects, and 
expressed themselves highly satisfied at the probable early opening 
of the through route. Apart, however, from all questions of 
through traffic, I am convinced that the local traffic alone (which 
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up to the present time has been the great source of earnings) 
good management and development will yield a revenue 
than sufficient to meet the requirements of the Bondholders.
